Power Company 
Plans Construction 


New construction expenditures 
for the coming year of $33,000,000 
—more than $5,000,000 greater 
than had been anticipated- were 
approved Monday in Miami by the 
board of directors of Florida Pow- 
er & Light Company. 

Much of the new program will 
be devoted’ to \expanding and 
strengthening the \‘pool of power" 
and network of trafsmission lines 
that serve fast gyowi 
according to FP&L President Me- 
Gregor Smith.— 

Included is a cross-state trans- 
mission line to connect the East 
Coast directly with the lower West 
Coast. This will - permit 
change of power between the areas 
and further bolster the power sup- 
ply. 

Also approved was the purchase 
of a new 135,000 kilowatt generat- 
ing plant to be installed in time 
for the 1955-56 season. It will be 
by far the largest generator in 
Florida, will dwarf the three’ big 
80,000 kilowatt units now in ser- 
vice and under construction. 

“We see no reason to doubt that 
Florida-will continue to grow even 
faster than we had anticipated,” 
Smith declared. “Therefore, we are

“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as, defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coum- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- - 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 

_ carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once.a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined. by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court except-upon receiving 
proof`of such publication.”
